OIL AIDS FIX 
OWN PAY RAISE 


Get 11.11% Boost and 


A wage increase of 11.11 per cent for 
11,000 refinery workers was announced 


yesterday by the Standard Oil com- 


pany of Indiana. Coincidentally, all 
shift-men go from a seven day week 
to a six da} week, a radical change in 
the company’s manufacturing policy, 


The new schedule becomes effective on 


March 1, and it applies in refineries at 
Whiting, Ind., Wood River, lll,, Sugar 
Creek, Mo., and Casper and Greybull, 
Wyo. 

What is most significant is the fact 
that the new wage and hour schedule 


was worked out by the employés them- 


selves, through the agency of their 
industrial councils. 

Last June, as a step in “democracy 
in’ industry,” the Standard Oi! com- 
pany established an employés' council 
system, drawn up by W. L. Mackenzie 
King, Jeader of the Liberal party in 
Canada. Through joint committees, 
on which the men and the management 
have equal repregentation, the workers 


were given a direct voice in the adjust- | 
ment of wages and hours. 


Work Out Six Day System. 

The process of gasoline manufacture 
is such that refineries must be oper- 
ated every hour of the day, every day 
of the week. Up to 191g shift workers 
worked twelve hour shifts seven days 
a week. The company in that year put 
in an eight hour shift with an increase, 
giving the men as much pay for eight 
hours’ work as they had been getting 
for twelve.

If Sheriff Charles Ww. ‘Peters om 


mits any prisoners in the county jail 
to witness the hanging of “ Smiling 
Jack” O’Brien, scheduled for Friday 
morning, he will have violated the state 
law and will be proseeuted if several 
civic bodies press charges. : 

That statement was made late yes- 
terday afternoon, by State’s Attorney 
Hoyne. 

In reply Sheriff Peters said he be- 
Heved the state's attorney had miscon- 
strued the law and that the prisoners 
in the cells overlooking the death cham- 
ber would not be moved. a 

Mrs. Britton Protests. 

Mr, Hoyne’s statement was issued 
after Mrs. Gertrude Howe Britton, rep- 
resenting the Chicago Woman’s club, 
had called on him and asked that he 
take steps\to prevent the prisoners 
from seeing)the execution, 

*Can’t it be stopped?” she asked, 
“I don’t know—but I will look up 
the law and send Mr, Peters an opin- 
ion,” said the state’s attorney. 

IMegal, Says Hoyne. 

Half an hour later a messenger was 
on his way to the county building with 
the opinion. It read in part: 

“ Numerous civic organizations have 
complained to me concerning your an- 
nounced intention of hanging John 
O'Brien next Friday in the presence of 
all the prisoners in the jail. They have 
asked me, as state’s attorney, and 
therefore adviser of county officers, to 
call your attention to the law on the 
subject, and I am writing you in com- 
pliance with that request. | 

“ Wnder chapter 38 of Hurd’s Revised 
Statutes of the Criminal court, the man- 
ner of inflicting the death penalty is 
prescribed by paragraph 439. Section 
441 prescribes what persons shall be 
invited to attend an execution. It 
specifically provides that ‘no other per- 
sons than those herein mentioned shall 
be permitted to be present at such ex- 
ecutions, nor shall any person net a 
relative of the criminal, or under the 
age of 21 years, be allowed to witness 

Calls Halt on Sheriff 

“For you to hold a public execution 
in the manner announced is a manifest 
violation of section 441 and in my 
opinion would constitute malfeasance 

“TI hope you will see that the execu- 
tion is not conducted in violation of 
the law. 

“ Some of the women connected wjth 
the organizations to which I have re- 
ferred have asked that you be prose- 
cuted for malfeasance in office and I 
shall be compelled, of course, to con- 
duct the prosecution based on such a 
complaint, if the law is violated. 

“I believe that if you will consult 
an attorney he will assure you the 


present opinion I am furnishing you] 


certainly represents the law.” 


Sheriff to Go Ahead. 

A few moments after Mr. Hoyne had 
sent this letter to the sheriff, he talked 
to the latter over the telephone. After 
the conversation Mr, Hoyne smiled and 
said the sheriff did not agree with the
